TRAVESTY ON JUSTICE 


Former Secretary of the Interior Al- 


bert Fall received a $100.000 bribe from 
K. L. Doheny, the oil magnate, for oil 
property rights in the "West which Doheny 
has declared to be worth $100.000.000. 
Dohenv admitted giving the bribe. It was 
sent to Fall by ari underling in a satchel. 
There is no disputing the fact. It was a 
plain case of criminal conspiracy to de- 
fraud the people of the United States. 
There is no possible presumption of inno- 
cence in either-the case of the bribe giver 
or the bribe taker. 
They are guilty be- 


yond denial. 


These and other men connected with 


this scandal and accused of stealing public 
property, were duly indicted. The other 
day tl.e cases of ^Doheny. Harry Sinclair 
/and Doheny. Jr., came "up in the federal 
court. 
The indictments against all four 


cf these were quashed on the ground that 
an assistant attorney-general was in the 
grand jury room at the time they were 
drawn: in other words, these conspirators 
are set free on a flimsy technicality that 
has nothing whatever to do with the jus- 
tice of the indictments of their guilt 
or innocence. "What a ridiculous travesty 
on our courts and legal system! 
The 


public is tempted to ask whether there was 
a frame-up to protect these men in the be- 
ginning. If the attorney-general's office 
was so ignorant of technicalities that 
might be interposed to defeat even an in- 
dictment, of what use is it in the admini- 
stration of justice? 
Can it be possible 


that it did not know that the presence of 
an assistant attorney-general with the 
grand jury would invalidate an indict- 
ment ? Are we to charge this error up to 
plain stupidity, or to connivance in the 
freeing of these defendants? 


The American people have every reason 


to believe that rich criminals receive spe- 
cial favors from our courts. Case after 
case can be cited where crooks who stole 
millions of dollars have gotten off with a 
sentence of a year or two.' and in some 
cases no sentence at all. If a man steals 
a suit of clothes or some food or a horse 
and is poor and without friends, he goes 
to the penitentiary for a long period, in 
some cases as much as ten or twenty 
years. 
AYe do not know offhand of a sin- 


gle instance in a period of many years 
where m^n who stole in the millions or 
committed frauds which robbed the public 
of vast sums have received what could be 
regarded as genuine punishment. In many 
instances lh«-y serve a few months or a 
year or two and arc pardoned. This has 
happened time and again.

MASSAGE OF THE EAR DRUM. 


Considerable- benefit Is often derived from mas- 


sago of the tympanic membrane—the car drum—In 
cases of annoying head noises ((tinnitus), vertigo, 
fointness, and deafness. Impressive- apparatus Is 
frequently used for this purpose, the psychological 
effect being perhaps of some value In the cases of 
persons who llko to try novel treatments. .But the 
actual physical effects of the massage may bo ob- 
tained nearly If not quite as well by the use of one's 
own hands as by the use of apparatus. • Self mas- 
sage by hand is moro likely to bo applied! regularly. 
It can scarcely do any harm. 


One method is this: Insert tho pulp of the middle 


finder In tho opening of tho ear canal (ono or both 
cars), drawing the tragus (that little tab la front 
of the opening) forward and pressing tho finger as 
deeply into tho canal-as possible without discom- 
fort. Tho idea. Is to get the pulp of the finger 
firmly in the opening of the ear canal. Now by very 
silent vibration or pumping movements In and out 
you furnish a message which influences the ear 
drum chiefly by suction. Tho movements may be 
carrfcd on as slowly as ono In a second or as rapid- 
ly as eight or ten In a second and for a period of 
one to two, minutes, regularly two or three times 
daily.

The tetanus germs are found in the 


soil. Most rusty nails have been lying on 
the ground.

well, English novelist, suddenly flared 
into publicity and fame- in America 
with his book. "The Devil's Garden." 
Hundreds of thousands read it at the 
time tho way they read almost any 
book, because everybody else happen- 
ed to be reading it. And there are at 
least scores of thousands, if not hun 
dreds of thousands, who have never 
read a subsequent book of Maxwell's 
although he has been publishing nov- 
els pretty steadily ever since. 


-.That phenomenon, the sudden flare 
up of a writer for no particular rea- 
son, is not uncommon. Why Max- 
well's "The Devil's Garden" should at 
tract attention in the first place when 
in America at least not one of his 
other books, some of them Just as 
good, had been so much as noticed is 
a deep mystery that no one will per- 
haps ever solve In the caso of Max 
well or any other writer. But a still 
deeper mystery Is why the booKs of

IV. B. Maxwell* had written an even 


dozen novels before he published "The 
Devil's Garden" and he has published 
six since then. 
For those who havo 


not yet read it it is a worthwhile ex- 
perience.

the almost irresistible temptation to. 
commit the same crime for which ho 
has killed the nobleman. He escapes 
by dying whilo rescuing orphans from 
a burning building and that to me Is 
the only shaddy feature about the 
book— a "noble" act that romantic 
peovle can Blgh over or shc;l tears 
over, adventitious, not inevitably a 
r&rt of tho warp and woop of the 
story. 


But tho general Idea, of the book 


extremely -well handled. "William Dale 
of the story, -whoso mind Is "tho 
devil's garden," Is not dissolute or 
Immoral. He Is a rather more than 
ordinarily religious man. almost fan- 
atical. Ho regards the murder as an 
act of Justice and ho looks jupon him- 
self as a Just man, -which he -was in 
the.main. 


And when ho discovers his tempta-
